Lutherans To 
Ballot 
On P astors’ Pensions 


Delegates to the fourth biennial convention of the American 
Lutheran church, to be held in Zion Lutheran church, Sandusky , Oct. 
14 to 20, will be asked to consider and vote on a Pension Plan which 
has already been presented to the thirteen districts comprising the 
general body . At present a limited amount of support is provided for 
aged and needy pastors through the Board of Aids. 
The American Lutheran church is one of the largest Lutheran 
bodies in the country , with a baptized membership of 545,000, and 
over two thousand congregations,^ 
located in most of the States and 
in five provinces of Canada. Eight 
colleges and seminaries and nine 
charitable Institutions are operat­ 
ed by the church, while ex tensive 
mission fields are maintained in 
New Guinea and India. 
The American Lutheran church 
belongs to a federation known as 
the American Lutheran conference, 
which together with the United 
Lutheran church and the Sy nodica) 
conference, holds in membership 
practically all of the Lutherans in 
North America. 
Substantial pro­ 
gress has been made in the ne­ 
gotiations which have been going 
on for several y ears between the 
American Lutheran church, the 
United Lutheran church and the 
Sy nodical conference, looking to­ 
ward a closer relationship between 
these bodies. Reports of this pro­ 
gress were given at the District 
Conventions and will be considered 
at Sandusky . 
I)r. Foppen To Conduct 
Dr. Emmanuel Poppen, of Co­ 
lumbus, acting president, who as­ 
sumed office on the death of Pres­ 
ident C. C. Hein in 19 37, will con­ 
duct the sessions of the Fourth

Blood 1 ests Score High in Efficiency

BLOOD TESTS are made for 
v arious conditions. The blood is a 
highly complex sort of fluid, per­ 
forms many functions and contains 
many kinds of bodies. 
Tests for 
these substances hav e attained a 
v ery high degree of efficiency, and 
diagnosis can be made with great 
certainty. 
People speak with great certainty 
>f the fact that their blood is acid 
md apparently are entirely un- 
iware of the fact that the biochem- 
st can tell exactly to a fraction how 
icid it is and w hat acids are present 
v hich causes the condition. 
The 
icidulous one would find in most 
nstances that tho blood was not 
icid at all. The blood is as nearly 
teutral as it is possible to be in this 
v orld, and it preserv es its neutral- 
ty by many dev ious dev ices. If it 
hould become v ery acid or v ery 
ilkaline, a v ery serious condition 
'ollows. 


For Immune Bodies 


Other tests of the blood are for 
mmune bodies, as for the immune 
x>dies of typhoid fev er by the Widal 
:est, and the W asserm an test, of 
» v hich so much has been made lately. 
These tests are v ery ingenious. The 
tVidal test, for instance, depends on 
;he fact that after typhoid bacilli 
nav e liv ed in the body for a while, 
the blood dev elops w hat are known 
as agglutinins. The typhoid bacillus 
is motile and, under the microscope 
in a drop of w ater, darts all around 
with great rapidity. The aggluti­ 
nins slow them down and clump 
them together. The microscopists 
;an add a drop of a suspected ty­ 
phoid patient’s blood to a w ater 
drop full of typhoid bacilli and draw 
conclusions from whether they con- 


tinue to dance around or stop and 
huddle together. 
The commonest test for the blood, 
howev er, is for the formed elements 
—the red and white blood cells—to 
determine their number and ap­ 
pearance. The number of cells of 
either kind is rem arkably constant 
in health among . different people. 
We say a man looks plethoric, but 
the number of his red cells is prob­ 
ably the same as his emaciated 
neighbor. 
The German physician 
who first counted red cells said that 
he himself had fiv e million per cubic 
millimeter in spite of the fact that 
“ I am pale and hungry looking”. 
The apparatus for counting blood 
cells is a m asterpiece of delicate 
work. The cells are dropped in a 
chamber ruled ofT in fine lines that 
can be seen only under the micro­ 
scope. And the distance between the 
bottom of the cham ber and the “ceil­ 
ing” (which is formed by a glass 
slide) is also exact. So that if the 
observ er counts all the pells in a 
certain square he has an exact unit 
and can estim ate the num ber of cells 
circulating all ov er the body. 
QUESTIONS FROM REA DERS 


N. F .: “ Some of my friends and 
I hav e been hav ing some argum ents 
lately about whether you need more 
salt in summer than in winter. Is it 
true that too much salt causes hard­ 
ening of the arteries and B right’s 
disease?” 
Answer: The cause of heat stroke 
is probably loss of salt through per­ 
spiration, and the prev ention of the 
peculiar muscle spasms of men who 
work in v ery ov erheated places is to 
adm inister salt and water. So it 
would appear logical to eat more 
salt in summer. In my opinion the 
taking of salt has nothing to do with 
hardeningof the arteries or B right’s 
disease.

Looming For Fascists 


In United States 


WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 8 - (UP) 
The 
state 
department 
today 
awaited a reply from Italy to its 
stern representations against re­ 
pressiv e anti-Semitic measures in 
the Fascist state which directly 
may affect more than 200 Ameri­ 
can J ews residing in Italy. 
The American note, handed t^^ 
the Italian gov ernment by AnüÇ 
hassador William Phillips, was the" 
most trenchant this gov ernment 
has written on recent discrimin­ 
ation against U. S. nationals. 
Although the state department 
said the note contained no impli­ 
cations not obv ious on its face, 
some observ ers read into its an im­ 
plied warning that Italian nation­ 
als resident in the United States 
might expect to receiv e treatment 
from this country commensurate 
with treatment accorded American 
nationals in Italy. 
Officials pointed out that the 
Italian orders, which may result 
in expulsion 
of 
more than 200 
American J ews from Italy, are 
more drastic than prev ious Ger­ 
man orders requiring registration 
of all property of J ews residing in 
the Reich. 
Assurances Asked 
The United States, on May 9, 
protested “ emphatically” to Ger­ 
many against the property regis­ 
tration decrees. 
That note said 
this gov ernment hoped Germany 
would “ giv e early assurances that 
the measures will not?1 be applied 
to American citizens.” 
The German gov ernment replied 
that authorities would waiv e “ appli­ 
cation of the registration procedure 
to J ewish property in the hands 
of 
American 
nationals” 
liv ing 
abroad unless they were former 
German nationals who had emi­ 
grated. It was explained that this 
limitation applied to those who 
had emigrated for political reasons 
since 1933, when Adolf Hitler as­ 
sumed power. 
It was pointed out by officials 
that the expulsion of nationals is 
a much more serious mov e than 
mere registration of property. The 
discrimination in the case of ex­ 
pulsions is more blunt, they said. 
No Discrimination in U. S. 
The not to Italy pointed out 
that Italians “ may (in the United 
States) freely engage in priv ate 
business, trade or occupation; they 
also enjoy religious freedom, and 
there is no discrimination either 
on the ground of race or creed.”

continued that the 
United States “ believ es therefore 
that on further consideration the 
Italian gov ernment will decide that 
American citizens lawfully resid­ 
ing in Italy will not be discrimin­ 
ated against on account of race 
or creed and that they will not be 
subjected to prov isions of the na­ 
ture of those embodied in the de- 
creelaws in question.”

W H AT WILL RUSSIA DO? 
R USSIA, having been left out in the cold 
by hen supposed allies. Britain and 
France, while they snuggle up to Germany 
and Italy, naturally resents it. 
The Mos­ 
cow government organ, Izvestia, says: 
“Official circles in Britain and France 
are trying to mask the real nature of the 
Munich deal with noisy rejoicing on ac­ 
count of their ‘peaceful success.’ 
There 
remains the obvious, prosaic fact that 
capitulation of the so-called democratic 
countries before an aggressor seemed to 
postpone war, but in fact makes it nearer 
and in conditions immeasurably worse for 
both Britain and France.”

She must feel 
very lonesome, and not very safe, along­ 
side of that strange, new merger of power­ 
ful democracies and dictatorships in wes­ 
tern Europe.

On the eastern end she faces an­

Japan is a member of the Fascist group. 
That fact must make Stalin and his people 
feel still more lonely.

While the powers are lining up in strange 
ways, and democrats linking arms with 
autocrats, why shouldn’t Communists do 
likewise?

Chamberlain, Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, there are strangely intertwined the 
characteristics of feminine sentimentality 
and masculine arch-conversation.

teetered on the brink of war. 
When, with tears in his eyes, he stood 
on the floor of Parliament describing the 
horror which faced the women and child­ 
ren of the world if negotiations with 
Hitler failed, his mind must have gone 
back to the days of his own tragic youth. 
Once before, speaking at Leeds as 
Minister of Health, Chamberlain had said : 
“One must remember what happens to the 
family when the mother is taken away, 
and there are young children left who 
never have the care and influence which 
a mother alone can exercise over them.” 
Then he added in a lower voice, “ My own 
mother died in childbirth.” 
The death of his mother left a pro­ 
found mark upon Neville Chamberlain. 
He was 6 years old at the time, one of 
six children ranging from IR to 2. 
A 
seventh child 
died 
a few' hours after 
Chamberlain’s 
mother 
and 
they 
were 
buried in the same coffin. 
Neville was the oldest son 
of -the 
second Mrs. Chamberlain, and his father, 
the famous Joseph Chamberlain of Queen 
Victoria’s day, took still a third wife, this 
time an American girl, Miss Mary Endicott 
daughter of the Secretary of W ar in Presi­ 
dent Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
The engagement had to be kept sec­ 
ret for some months, as Cleveland was up 
for re-election and word that a daughter 
of one of his Cabinet was to marry the 
arch-enemy of Irish Home Rule was sure 
to have lost him the Irish-American vote. 
During 
the 
engagement, 
Neville’s 
father wrote a letter to his fiancee which 
gives an insight into the Chamberlain 
family life. 
“ After dinner,” he said, “ I 
got dow'n one of the farces I wrote a long 
time ago and read it to the family, who 
proved a most indulgent audience. 
Then 
Neville played to us a Lied of Mendels­ 
sohn’s and a part of a Sonata by Bee­ 
thoven.”

Blood I ests Score High in Efficiency 


3y LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 


BLOOD TESTS are made for 
various conditions. The blood is a 
highly complex sort of fluid, per­ 
forms many functions and contains 
many kinds of bodies. Tests for 
these substances have attained a 
very high degree of efficiency, and 
diagnosis can be made with great 
;ertainty. 
People speak with great certainty 
if the fact that their blood is acid 
md apparently are entirely un- 
iware of the fact that the biochem- 
st can tell exactly to a fraction how 
icid it is and what acids are present 
vhich causes the condition. 
The 
icidulous one would find in most 
nstances that the blood w’as not 
icid at all. The blood is as nearly 
leutral as it is possible to be in this 
vorld, and it preserves its neutral­ 
ly by many devious devices. If it 
ihould become very acid or very 
ilkaline, a very serious condition 
follows. 
For Immune Rodies 
Other tests of the blood are for 
mmune bodies, as for the immune 
xidies of typhoid fever by the Widal 
•.est, and the Wasserman test, of 
winch so much has been made lately. 
These tests are very ingenious. The 
iVidal test, for instance, depends on 
;he fact that after typhoid bacilli 
-lave lived in the body for a while, 
the blood develops what are known 
as agglutinins. The typhoid bacillus 
;s motile and, under the microscope 
In a drop of water, darts all around 
with great rapidity. The aggluti­ 
nins slow them down and clump 
them together. The microscopists 
:an add a drop of a suspected ty­ 
phoid patient’s blood to a water 
drop full of typhoid bacilli and draw 
conclusions from whether they con­ 


tinue to dance around or stop and 
huddle together. 
The commonest test for the blood, 
however, is for the formed elements 
—the red and white blood cells—to 
determine their number and ap­ 
pearance. The number of cells of 
either kind is remarkably constant 
in health among different people. 
We say a man looks plethoric, but 
the number of his red cells is prob­ 
ably the same as his emaciated 
neighbor. 
The German physician 
who first counted red cells said that 
he himself had five million per cubic 
millimeter in spite of the fact that 
“I am pale and hungry looking”. 
The apparatus for counting blood 
cells is a masterpiece of delicate 
work. The cells are dropped in a 
chamber ruled off in fine lines that 
can be seen only under the micro­ 
scope. And the distance between the 
bottom of the chamber and the “ceil­ 
ing” (which is formed by a glass 
slide) is also exact. So that if the 
observer counts all the fells in a 
certain square he has an exact unit 
and can estimate the number of cells 
circulating all over the body.

N. F .; “Some of my friends and 
I have been having some arguments 
lately about whether you need more 
salt in summer than in winter. Is it 
true that too much salt causes hard­ 
ening of the arteries and Bright’s 
discase?” 
Answer: The cause of heat stroke 
is probably loss of salt through per­ 
spiration, and the prevention of the 
peculiar muscle spasms of men who 
work in very overheated places is to 
administer salt and water. So it 
would appear logical to eat more 
salt in summer. In my opinion the 
taking of salt has nothing to do with 
hardening of the arteries or Bright’s 
disease.

A Scotsman, Alexander Wilson, 
born in Paisley, Scotland, July, 
1766, is considered by many natu­ 
ralists to be the father of Ameri­ 
can ornithology.

Mrs. Richard Jones, an alternate 
who also attended the convention, 
gave a resume of activities and re­ 
ported that one of the most out­ 
standing floral displays at the con­ 
vention was that of tuberous root­ 
ed begonias grown by Mr. and 
Mrs. M, E. Noggle of W. Union 
street.

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 8 —(UP) 
The

awaited a reply from Italy to its 
stern representations against re­ 
pressive anti-Semitic measures in 
the Fascist state which directly 
may affect more than 200 Ameri­ 
can Jews residing in Italy. 
The American note, handed t< 
the Italian government by 
Ai 
bassador William Phillips, was the" 
most trenchant this government 
has written on recent discrimin­ 
ation against U. S. nationals. 
Although the state department 
said the note contained no impli­ 
cations not obvious on Its face, 
some observers read into its an im­ 
plied warning that Italian nation­ 
als resident in the United States 
might expect to receive treatment 
from this country commensurate 
with treatment accorded American 
nationals in Italy. 
Officials pointed out that the 
Italian orders, which may result 
in expulsion 
of 
more than 200 
American Jews from Italy, are 
more drastic than previous Ger­ 
man orders requiring registration 
of all property of Jews residing in 
the Reich. 
Assurances Asked 
The United States, on May 9, 
protested “emphatically” to Ger­ 
many against the property regis­ 
tration decrees. 
That note said 
this government hoped Germany 
would “give early assurances that 
the measures will not* be applied 
to American citizens.” 
The German government replied 
that authorities would waive “appli­ 
cation of the registration procedure 
to Jewish property in the hands 
of 
American 
nationals” 
living 
abroad unless they were former 
German nationals who had e m i-| 
grated. 
It was explained that this 
limitation applied to those who 
had emigrated for political reasons 
since 1933, when Adolf Hitler as­ 
sumed power. 
It was pointed out by officials 
that the expulsion of nationals is 
a much more serious move than 
mere registration of property. The 
discrimination in the case of ex­ 
pulsions is more blunt, they said.
